AMERICA'S POLICY 


Germany is to be disappointed in her hope thit 


the American government under the nev adminis- 
tration -n-ould assume an attitude of sympathy 
toward her attempts to escape responsibility for 
the war and To evade the maximum efforts loward 
reparation. When Dr.. Simons, the German for- 
eign minister, made the public declaration thaj. ho 
,»pndlated the contention of Teutonic responsi- 
bility for the war, and "when the {Serman people 
applauded liis statements, there -was doubtless un- 
derlying the official and popular mind of Ger- 
many the hope that the United Stales would not 
challenge this contention. That hope, which never 
had the slightest ground on which, to rest, has 
now been shattered^ , , 


The attitude of the .United States government 


has 
bffen communicated to Former Premier 


Viviani of Prance, V-ho has come to this country 
ito present the case of France in the war settle- 
ment and ascertain the course this government 
proposes to take. He has not had to wait lono; for 
reassurances. He has been informed by the State 
-Department, with, the complete approval of Presi- 
dent Harding, that the United States holds Ger- 
many responsible for the war and that this coun- 
try-will insist that "Germany make all the repara- 
tion in. its power for,' the devastation and suffer- 
ings endured by the' innocent non-combatants in 
tiie 'Allied territories occupied by German troops. 
; Germany must-stick to her confession of guilt 


la the war. "Washington insists, and must be corn- 
spelled to par damages to the full extent of her 
ability. 
-• 


This i* a splendid assurance, for the satisfac- 


tion of the American people as well as for France. 
During the political campaign last year, after the 
majority of the Senate had refused to ratify the 
treaty of Versailles because of the inclusion in it 
of -the League of Nations covenant. Democrats 
made the charge 1hnt in the event of Republican 
success our associates in the war would be aban- 
doned or left without the moral assistance of the 
United States in realizing the victory our army 
and navy had helped to win over Germany. This 
was a wholly unfounded prediction, but it doubt- 
less disturbed the minds of many citizens, and at 


same time gave encouragement to German 


sympathizers and propagandists. 


Bui all doubt has been dispelled at the first op- 


portunity. The administration has made itself 
perfectly clear on the two most important ques- 
tions—Germany's 
guilt and the obligation of 


JSermany to pay damages to the full extent of her 
ability. These two questions decided right, there 
heed be no apprehension regarding the attitude 
to be taken on all other questions related to the 
Immediate question of the war settlement. 


J\o statement has been made regarding the view 


"of this government as to the amount of reparation 
that should be exacted of Germany, that is, the 
man Germany is able to pay. But the intimation 
Is unmistakable that this point will be decided by 
the findings of experts. There is no doubt as to 
principle. 
American experts attached to the 


peace commission said Germany was able to pay 
about f3o,000,000.000.

much as Germany has indicated a willingness to 
jwj-r.

responsibility of Germany for the war and for 
payment of damages will not, it is explained at 
Washington, be permitted to act as a bar to any

Formerly Emperor Karl of Austria-Hungary, 


with a mental vacuity frequently charged to but 
not generally demonstrated by hereditary mon- 
archs, attempted 1o seize the government of Hun- 
gary and have himself restored to the Magyar 
throne. 
He caused all Europe to be much 


alarmed, but he failed of his purpose. Now he 
is going back to his refuge in hospitable Switzer- 
land, where he will always be regarded as a- 
ridiculous figure. All the fiction of kingly at- 
tributes has been destroyed. He is condemned to 
live henceforth without sympathy or commisera- 
tion. The uncouth and inconoclastic will refer, 
to Karl as a fool. 


Meantime the republican governments of Aus- 


tria and Hungary have gone on record, through 
their parliaments, as preferring their present sys- 
tems to any restoration of the house of Hapsbu'rg.

slovakia and Rumania will not tolerate the return 
of the guilty King Karl to power.

could be increased from one-seventh 
to one-sixth by general application 
of drainage methods such as those

Florida and 


Louisiana. 


Mies Fisher predicted that the 


time would rome in "when land 
will be so valuable in this country 
and new land so desirable that we 
shall turn our attention also to the 
reclamation 
of 
the 
shallow sea 


areas, especially 
on ihe eastern 


coast. It i» cafe to say that as much 
will be done along this line in the 
United States in the next century or 
two as the Dutch have ever done in 
Holland. 


CONGRESS 


The first signs of revolt against the 
existing, order are said to have been 
apparent at the Russian trades-union 
congress in Moscow last November 
Therp ivero further evidences of dis- 
satisfaction In the eighth -AJll-B.ugsla'n 
faovlet Congress which convened In 
splendor at Moscow last December.

In addition to this, the snow- 
less -winter and the slaughter' of 
horses in 1920 added to the difficul- 
ties of local transport. 
Lack of fuel resulted In the shut- 
ting down of rail traffic. 
According:, 
to soviet newspapers no trains are 
running on thirty lines and on the 
others only rudimentary schedules-are 
being- maintained. 
Little hope for improvement is held 
out unless supplies of napTitha, stored 
at Baku, can be brought in.

TARIFF TO 


Present prospects are that both 


movements will be noticeable with- 
in a short timq. 
Increased prices of 


foodstuffs will be brought about, to 
some extent, it is believed, by the 
enactment 
of 
a tariff sufficiently 
high to prevent the dumping into 
American markets of farm products 
raised 
abroad, 
these products at 
present being sold at prices lower 
than the cost of producing the com- 
modities on American farms.

at less than cost. The price he pays 
for what he buys, including labor, 
averagps more than 
80 per cent 
higher than the pre-war standard. 
Thus, in relative values, the farm- 
er's -.income has beeu'cut almost in 
half. 
He cannot go into the store 
and spend 80 per cent more than he 
spent before the war, as he would 
have to do In order to keep stop 
with the rest-of the country, because 
he isn't getting it. 


CANT KEEP STEP 


So long as the farmer can't keep 
step with the rest of the country in 
purchasing power, the country will 
continue to be beset with industrial

one reason why those markets are 
not now flourishing, according

"Wallace's diagnosis, is because the 
farmer can't support them on his 
present income.

A3T FRANCISCO, April 2.—

at first. It was not believed the effort would 
amount to anything. But as election d_ay drew 
near it was seen that the move had some strength, 
and a belated effort was made to head it off. The 
effort failed, and now it is fully realized that the 
situation is dangerous to what shipping folk- 
believe to be the best interests of the city and of 
commerce.

a- charily performance in the character that she 
created here, and in which she won fame in those 
other days—''Little Jo." 
Jt is a long hark back 


to the time when she was a member of that thea- 
ter aggregation the like of which, it is to be, 
doubted, was ever gathered in any other theater. 


ie will be well recalled by those who linger on 


the scene. She was a mite of an actress, and in 
the general run of'soubrette parts assigned her 
was cute and laugh provoking; but in the part of 
forlorn Little Jo she was pathetic in the extreme. 


I" can remember her very distinctly in this part, 
and always recall the performance when casually 
reminded of "Bleak House"; but for the life of 
me I can remember no other of the cast or any 
other particular of ihe production.

Uague, by the way, was an Alameda boy.

went to school there. His father was an old- 
time editor and had been a State Senator in Iowa.

Mary Anderson 
was not a member of the California company, 
but she was considered a promising beginner, 
and her appearance was casual: yet it will be 
remembered how both she and McCulIough be- 
cjitne stars of-the first magnitude, drawing capa- 
city audiences wherever they appeared.

remembered—Robert and Belle Pateman. He was 
a comedian of the old unciious school, not given 
to making his points J)yr the subtler shades of 
humor, but bringihg'lliem out with a hearti- 
ness that always pleased.

Pateman was 
tlie only actress, unless Charlotte Cushmau is to 
be excepted, who seriously essayed Hamlet. These 
were English actors, along wMth Jennie Lee; and 
there was another—Barry—wonderfully "versed in 
stage lore and tradition, who will be remembered 
as the "First (4rave Digger." in which he was 
incomparable.

Tctrazzini came, sang and again captured her

T?ut in general he will be remembered as 


the author of "The City Directory.'' of ''The T'gly 
Duckling." in which Mrs. Leslie Carter star-red, 
"The American Minister" for \V. H. Crane, and 
not hr-anv mean* the least. 5n the dramatization 


of '-Trilby." Du Muurier's weird story, in which 
Wilton Lackaye was so particularly creepy as 
Svengali. There were other productions—''The 
Conquerors," "The Maid of Bath,v "The Queen 
of the Moulin Rouge" and "The Girl from Rec- 
tors.'' It is said that the two last named pieces 
earned $200,000 in two years. His name was not 
Potter, by the way.

Amendment of Primary Law 


On the face of it, it seems to be entirely reason- 


able that candidates for office should confine 
themselves to the party with which they publicly 
align, relying on' its suffrages and not seeking by 
left-hand politics to worm in with the assistance 
of fugitive voles from the opposing party. There 
is some ground for the contention that this is not' 
moral: certainly that it is not straightforward. 
But the fact that twenty-five Assemblymen voted 
against White:s bill is evidence thai ihe opinion 
that everybody who seeks 
office should rely 


strictly on his party's favor is not by any means 
unanimous. 
31 is interesting and characteristic 


that the opponents, almost without exception, are 
of Democratic proclivities. There have been sev- 
eral instances of the chaotic workings of the 
primary law now in force. The most notable was 
that in the last gubernatorial election when Mayor 
R-olph received more votes than anybody else for 
the nomination, but as part of them were Repub- 
lican and part Democratic, he could not combine 
'them. He received a majority of the Democratic 
votes, but could not become the Democratic can- 
didate because he had not won the Republican 
nomination. 
Such a law may very well be 


amended, and that it should be so considerably 
opposed is a matter of surprise.

There was a certain 
desire to see her. though it seems to have been 
created more by her domestic embroilments 
and social os!racism than from her histrionic 
ability. The engagement here was not considered 
an unqualified success, and the pair went to the 
Orient. Mrs. Potter developed into a more accept- 
able actress, however, -in time. • Bellew was

matinee actor and had a vogne with theatergoers 
to whom that class of actors appeals. The great 
notoriety which attended Mrs. Potter was due to 
the fact that her husband was a nephew of Bishop 


Henry C. Potter, eminent as a divine and whos6 
family occupied an elevated position in society.

California fruit growers are planning to enter 
politics. They are expected to start off April 5, 
at the first national convention of frnit growers, 
which is to be held in Chicago, and it is under- 
stood to be' a part of their initial plans to urge a 
fruit man for one of the" four vacancies on the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, as well as to 
urge £hat a representative of the fruit industry 
be appointed to the Federal Trades commission. 
Of course, the plan includes a campaign to induce 
Congress to enact a protective tariff on many 
kinds of fruit grown in California. The necessity 
of such, a tariff is shown in the lemon industry, 
not to mention others. 
Also it is planned to 


devise a nation-wide system of marketing fruit, 
somewhat after the systems followed so success- 
fully in the marketing of grain and produce. 
Samuel Adams, president of the American Porno- 
logical Society, has been on tour for some weeks 
in the interest of the fruit industry. He believes. 
it 
is burdened with railroad 
rates out 
of. 


all proportion TO the tariffs on manufactured 
products. 
The political program outlined is 


endorsed by G. Harold Powell, citrus fruit 
organizer of Los Angeles: Wylie M. Giffen, 
president of the" California .Raisin Growers' 
Association; President Xiewarden, of the Peach 
and Fig Growers' Association, and others of 
prominence in the industry. At the proper time, 
it is said, the names of Wylie M. Giffen and G. H. 
Powell wTill be sent to the President as candidates 
for places on the two boards named.

He was the Czat-'s brother, 
and the unverified story is that he was purposely 
thwarted, the Czar being induced to act in a way 
to bring discredit upon him under representation 
that his success Avould make nim a hero, and that 
a military hero at this time would endanger the 
tlirone. In the chaos that followed the uprising 
Grand Duke Michael disappeared, and as no 
account has- appeared of his assassination the 
question arises, what has become of him. 
President Obregon's Health 


Letters and advices continue to arrive with ac- 


counts of President Obregon's ill-health. .Infor- 
mation recently received had it that Mrs. Obregon 
is' worrying about it, and is inclined to attribute 
it to the elevation and comparatively rarified 
atmosphere.

There is just as much ditferenco 
between many oils on the market as 
there is between decayed food and 
good wholesome edibles.

millions of dollars 
motorists have 


invested in cars are to be protecte.d ! 
aaainst serious loss through rapid 
depreciation of Cars it is up to the 
owners individually to give as much, 
consideration to oil selection as thejf 
would to food for themselves. 
BUY IX TINS 
Briefly every owner should buy his 
oils in tins; he should buy one gal- 
lon or five or ten gallons if possible, 
instead of the smaller quantities. He 
should buy branded oils of reputa-v 
tion. There is a. vjtal reason for this. 
There are today perhaps two hun- 
dred concerns which call themselves 
oil refiners 
These refiners buy thtRr 
crude oils from various sources. The 
smaller companies buy in the open 
market such crude as they can get at 
the price. This means they may get 
one form of crude during one pe- 
riod of, say, three months, while the 
following period another crude is 
obtained. 
The lubricating oils re- 
sulting from these different crudes 
will be different. 
Some refiners 
may mix crudes. 
The point is that the reputable re- 
finer attempts to give uniform oil 
quality by 
carefully selecting his 
crude oil. 
The really large refiners 
may own their own wells, or if not 
control the output or part of it from 
a certain district. 
Thus they are 
able to use practically the same base 
in making- oils. 


KEEP Oil, CL.EAX 


The motorist cannot be sure when 
he buys oil from a drum that he is 
getting what he asks for. 
But apart from selecting the right 


oil and buying in tins, the motori»5t 
must employ the oil so it will not 
have to lubricate under adverse con- 
ditions.

ALAMEDA GROWS FAST 


In the meantime the situation had 


changed. 
Alameda had trebled in 


population. The newcomers were not 
cognizant of the -great sen-ice Cap- 
tain Thompson had rendered Ala- 
meda in establishing a water sup 
ply, but were inclined to corn plain— 
of the service, of the size of their 
bills, of one thing and another. The 
firemen complained of lack of pres- 
sure, and the municipal authorities 
stiffened as to rules and rates. 


There was a picturesque cottase 


on the residence tract—now Lincoln 
Park—at the time the work was be- 
gun on the water system. 
But it 
wasn't a house that befitted Captain 
Thompson's family and means. 


So a mansion was erected there.
